“The nature of God diffused” in 
the work, embraces within itself al! things, It 
is gratifying to us to koow that the ideas 
advanced ja the Jucaxat, from lime to time, in 
regard to the nature of God, lile, miod matter and 
molion, are receiving the attention of the think 
iag misds of the age. “God diffused” is an 
idea grand in lus nature, God is everywhere. 
Not a day leaf mores ip the forest, not a zephyr 
that irevcis ovcr mountains and valleys, not e 
dew drop that kistes the iragfie flower, not any- 
thing in alTGad'e vast Universe, but is e part of 
that “God diffused,” in regard to which Beecher 
spcaka While we admire tbose brilliant strides 
that distinguish him when advancing ou 
disputed domain,to cull grand truths therefrom 
iC be can find them, we really deplore bie ad- 
herence to (Od. Ortbodozy to that ratent that 
be must,to all histbeologica! disecrtations, have 
the Holy Ghost connected therewith, and at- 
temps to exoleio the nature of the expe, aescrt- 
ipg that it isa part of the “God diffused in tbe 
work.” We think that if Mr. Beecher would 
divest biasell of hie theological mantle, expand 
his lungs and Ureatbe tbe pate air ol religious 
freedom, be would really appear ike a philoso, 
pher instead of a caterer to tbe religious arísto- 
erata of Hliroos]yn. 

Me tekos the position assumed by ue, that 
mind is diffused through al) ppace, but adds in 
connection therewith, that this "Jiffcsive mind” 
constitutes Gal, aod that the intiveace tberenf 
ie the Holy Ghost. Tbls is certainly a peculiar 
method of-feasvoing in order to ecstain a Bible | 
text lle ascribes a erisia name to the itia. 
tnco of this “diffused miod,” when the word 
«lect would answer tho same purpose. It 
through the influence of this “diffusive wino,” 
which be calls Gui, inau should ts formed, or, | 
MC through: the. lastrumentality of its creative 
energics, tbe tall trec, the beautiful flower, the 
Toathsome anake, and the poisoanus reptile, 
were brought [pto existence, they would consti- 
tute the Holy Ghost,—beiwg the mult of the 
Inilacrce of this” diffasive miod” of Uod. 

There aro many Bac thoughts cosnected with 
tbe discourses of Mr. Beecher, that can not fail 
1o attract altentlon, still there is an adbercoce 
to Old Orthodozy mavifested in connection 
with tbe samme, tbat is far from buing commenda- 
Wie. We admire that man who fearlessly leaves 
ok established landmarks, and receives new 
truths from whatever snurce they miy origingte, 
and who will not mar the beauty of bis thougbts 
by catering to the whims n( an aristocratic 
congregation. Wbile we regard Mr. B.ccber 
a1 obe of tbo most brilliant minds of tho age, 
he occasionally lose bis self possosmion in his 
atiempia to bermonize texts of Scripture, aud 
becomes a caterer for public sentiment. 

When preaching at one time on this text,

We find a disposition on the part ot Mr.

certain manifestations cau take place independ- 
ent of llim, or antagonistic to the divine Spirit.

Ie not 
God all-powerful? If so, bow can power exist 
outalde of ilim? 1f tbe power wbich moves 
your band le not a part of the all-power of God, 
then there is & power outside of Him, conse- 
quently, He can not be all-powcrfu. If any- 
thing ip existence is antagonistic to Gad, It 
must possess power, destroying al once one of 
the attributes claimod fur him.

be apartof Him. Now if this divine epirit per- 
mettes all the reams of intelligent being, every 
nook and corner of the whole universe, what 
sight have you to call thata part of God, and 
ignore that which it is intimately ioterblendcd 
wilh?

"Living in retirement, in a certain partinn of 
this city, is a famliy wbo came to Aurora but a 
few months since, consisting of mother, two 
sons and three deugbters. the youngest s gir! of 
some twelve years of age. 

A few weeks since an acquaintance of the 
family was spending an evening at tbe bouse, 
when the conversation ipcidenily turoed upon 
spiritualism and it was soggested by the viallor 
that ehe and the little girl, whom we shall call 
Mary, sit at the table and-disonver if possible, 
if any manifestations could be obtained.

E which create a grest racket about the table 
to the astonishment of all bebolders. 

Since then many per»ons have visited the 
family to behold these demonstrations, which 
everybody admits are truly wonderfal, and 
ch theakeptics are enliraly upabie to account 


Complylog with the nqoest of a friend, we 
visited this house a few nigbis since, to wilness 
for ounelves the manifemations of which we 
had besni to moch. 

1o company with & number ofothers who bad 
been attracted by reports, we sat down ata 
large diniug table where in the course of tbree 
minutes, the raps came so distinctly aa to be 
beard a distance of thirty feet. Every persoo in 
tho company was an investiguior anxious to 
learn the cause ni tbe phenomenon. The barda 
of the sitters rested lightly on tbe table as did 
also those ef Mary, and the rape scattered them- 
selves about the table and answerod questions ; 
one distinct, loud rap being for no, three far 
yet. Afera ume it was suggested by one of 
the visitors present, who bad wüitneased the 
demosstratinos before, that a guitar be placid 
under tbe table, which was done, where upon 
the guitar commenced ving about beneath 
tbe table, the strings being tuned aod struck es 
by a human hand while the medium and others 
sang.

Afterwanis tho guitar was removed anda 
attip of cloth. was thrown beneath tho table, 
which was immediately removed trom the place 
Where tt was Gretthrowo &22 tied into knots. 

But the most singular teat performed was 
that of writiog upon a slate Wilt a minute pen- 
ctl, sv smeli us to make it iapossible for any 
bumsn band to write with the sme. With 
tbis pencil placed upon a slaic, and the «lata held 
beneath tha table wiih one hand by tbe medium, 
& mersago was written on tbe slate several times, 
fa balt a minute from tbe time the slate was of- 
ferod for the owomubicatiop. After somy otber 
demonstrations, later in the evening, the aud- 
wace diaperscd, wondering What power could 

roduce (bese wondertul demonstrations, unless 
t was from a source ouide of any pereon 
kuown to bc in;theroom.”
